(Lenin was emotional- 
ly moved toward underground op- 
position to the ezar by the ruth- 
less and unjustified execution of 
his favorite brother. Paris was 
one of his many cities in exile. But 
it was there he organized the 
Committee of Organizations 
Abroad. Theodore Draper in 
‘Roots of American Commu- 
nism,’’ says that Lenin’s name 
was first mentioned in America 
in 1907 and was not given any 
real attention thereafter until the 
latter part of 1915. Leon Trotsky, 
of course, came to the United 
States and worked, studied and 
conspired here, mostly in Brook- 
lyn and New York. In: 1915 he 
sent a personal representative to 
this country, Mme. Alexander M. 
Kollontay, who sought to make 
alliances with U.S. _ Socialists. 
America was one of the few coun- 
tries in which Lenin did not live 
in exile for at least a brief time.)

LINCOLN, Neb. — Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon promised Repub- 
licans Monday night a _hard- 
hitting, far-ranging © presidential 
campaign devoid of personal at- 
tacks on his opponents or an- 
swers to personal attacks made 
by them upon him.

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Disarmament Bar 
Is Still Inspection 


The Western powers have offered a 
detailed’ plan for a vast organization to 
control step by step a worldwide dis- 
armament treaty. As in the past these 
powers insist upon setting up a system of 
inspections and controls as a prelude to 
disarmament agreement itself. 

On the other'hahd, the Soviet Union 
wants an agreement to disarm before 
talking about an international control sys- 
tem é, prevent cheating. 

We have here, then, the basic dis- 
agreement upon which all disarmament 
negotiations have foundered since World 
War II. The principle enunciated by the 
Baruch Plan of 15 years ago still remains 
the cornerstone of Western policy. Khru- 
shchev's slogans about “general and com- 
plete disarmament” sound good as propa- 
ganda but the West just cannot accept a 
paper plan without foolproof assurances 
it will be carried out. 

There is some hope, however, that the 
Soviet Union wants disarmament badly 
enough that it will at least agree to a 
compromise opening the way to a begin- 
ning of easing the threat under which all 
people now live. 

This is indeed a crucial period for 
the world. The three-power nuclear 
conference, the 10-power disarmament 
conference and the summit meeting sched- 
uled for May are all part of negotiations 
to determine whether a peaceful accom- 
modation can be reached between West 
and East or whether the drift to nuclear 
destruction will continue. 

Prime Minister Macmillan of Britain 
seems to believe that some progress can 
be made if we are willing to trust the 
Russians a little more than we have been 
willing to do in the past. The key ques- 
tion on nuclear test bans, for instance, 
involves what to do about the small un- 
derground tests which cannot be detected 
by known methods. The Russians would 
declare a moratorium on such tests for a 
period of three to four years. The United 
States is suspicious. Britain seems willing 
to take a chance. 

With Khrushchev in France still 
threatening a separate peace treaty with 
the East German puppet regime and de- 
manding that the West get out of Ber- 
lin; the range of problems to be over- 
come is enormous indeed. 

If the Russians really want disarma- 
ment, however, it is possible to negoti- 
ate an agreement. But essential to any 
general plan is complete inspection and 
controls. And on this the West basically 
is united. 
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Did Governor Meddle 
By Mental Telepath y? 


We read where a county commis- 
sioner described as “an old-line Marvin 
Griffin supporter” and who also was 
backed by the perhaps too-well-known 
Augusta politician, Roy V. Harris, has 
charged that Gov. Vandiver ““meddled” 


in denying him the third vice presidency 
of the Georgia County Commissioners 
Association. 

There is always the chance, of course, 
the delegates preferred someone else. At 
least the majority so indicated by vot- 
ing for another man, And a careful check 
revealed that Gov. Vandiver was still in 
a hospital bed with a no-company sign 
on his door. Maybe he meddled by mental 
telepathy though we find that difficult to 
believe. 

But be that as it may, good old Mar- 
vin, of course, never meddled during his 
heydey as governor. Nor did his brother 
Cheney. To be sure, there were a few 
brave souls who charged that Cheney had 
treated them pretty rough in ordering 
them to come to heel when Marvin 
cracked the whip. But, of course, you 
know about politics. Brother Marvin was 
innocent and guiltless as a lamb. 

Anyhow, the effort of Mr..Griffin and 
his political soul mate, the Hon. Roy V.

More Skilled Workers 


As industrialization increases in 
Georgia so does the demand for skilled 
workers, 

The state has recognized the need and 
is offering assistance to communities in 
establishing vocational trade schools. 

In addition, statistics show 280,417— 
including 105,731 adults—-were enrolled 
in vocational training courses during the 
1957-58 school year.” 

Even so, judging from a study made 
by the Georgia Nuclear Advisory Com- 
mission, many needs are not being met.

Hot Convention Battle 


Foresten for Democrats 


Paul Butler has raised the issue of 
party loyalty for the July Democratic 
Convention while a caucus of Democratic 
leaders of 14 Midwestern states announce 
unanimous agreement on a strong civil 
rights plank which will be introduced to 
the delegates ‘‘come hell or high water.” 

These events assure a bolt of perhaps 
two states, South Carolina and Mississippi, 
and an electoral withholding plan by 
others. The withholding plan means that 
voters, of course, cast ballots for electors 
and not for candidates. The Constitution 
permits electors to withhold votes from 
party candidates and to vote for anyone 
they choose or for no one at all. It is not 
ethical but it apparently is legal. 

The plan also may bring court tests 
on grounds that a qualified citizen has the 
right to vote for those who will represent 
him. All this is for the future. But it 
appears certain that a bitter floor fight 
will be a feature of the 1960 Democratic 
convention. This will be even more in- 
tense if “loyalist” delegations appear de- 
manding the right to be seated. 

It is obvious that Midwestern and 
Eastern Democrats do not believe they 
can win the election through appeasing 
the South on civil rights. They believe 
Stevenson lost ground in 1956 through his 
attempt at party unity. Much of the South 
deserted him in spite of his efforts. 

All this means profound changes in 
the Democratic Party. They have been 
in the making for a number of years. 
There will be no unity at Los Angeles.

Vandiver Stresses Need 


For Local School Support 


“Georgia should rank around 20th in the nation in teacher pay 
but due to the failure of local support, she ranks 40th.” No less an 


authority than Gov. 


Ernest Vandiver made this statement in a speech 


prepared for delivery before the Georgia Education Assn. in Atlanta. 
(The governor was sick and the speech was read by his executive 


secretary. ) 

“In the past eight years, state 
support for education has more 
than doubled, adding nearly 90 
million dollars to the total 
spent,”” he said. ‘Yet local sup- 
port has increased only 11 million 
dollars.” 

The governor pointed out that 
the average local support in 
other states is nearly 60 per cent 
of the total. In Georgia it 


amounts to a piddling 28 per 7 


cent. 

He laid the situation squarely 
on the line. ‘Unquestionably, this 
gap should be narrowed, I don’t 
say that we can attain a balance 
of support completely compar- 
able to the national average. But 
until we do ‘better substantially 
on the local level than we are 
doing now, we are not going to do 


right by our children and our 
teachers.” 

The governor seemed to be 
chiding. the GEA fer failure to 


see this side of the picture. 

In truth it appears that the big 
teacher organization while con- 
centrating on more state support 
for education has had relatively 
little to say about the fact that 
local communities have and are 
shirking their responsibility. 

s 


Unhappily, many Georgians, 
including business and civic 
leaders, oppose local tax meas- 


ures (including equitable proper- 
ty assessments) that are needed 
for support of schools. 

Paradoxically some of these 
Same people are against addi- 
tional state spending for schools 
or the acceptance of any educa- 
tion aid from Washington. 

The state is assuming just 
about as much of the education 
load as it can bear. There are 
other responsibilities that must 
be met including health and wel- 
fare needs and the highway pro- 
gram. 

The governor said the average 
salary of all Georgia teachers 
this year is $3,729 and that this is 
$1,000 short of the $4,775 national 
average salary for teachers, 

Even with promised salary in- 
creases of some $200 a year 
Georgia teachers would still be 


far short of the national average.’ 


Meanwhile, as Vandiver noted, 
“about 50 per cent of the new 
teachers trained in Georgia col- 
leges now go to other states, to 
industry or to business.” 

More local support is impera- 
tive if Georgia is to meet its 
school finan¢ing problem.:

WASHINGTON — The long, confused and 
many-headed race for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination—a race being largely run from

clarity here and there. 


Three senators—Kennedy ‘of Massachusetts, 


Humphrey of Minnesota and Symington of Missouri—are announced 
candidates now that Symington has made his entry official. 


A fourth senator, Johnson of 


Texas, remains highly available 
but still not in open competition. 
A fifth possibility outside the 
Senate, Adlai Stevenson, is being 
prodded hopefully by friends 
“without his knowledge or con- 
sent.” 

The situation is both assist- 
ing and endangering Democratic 
chances for November. On the 
credit side is the rising public in- 
terest the Democrats are creating 
by their free-for-all. The Repub- 
licans are being lost in the spring 
political headlines. There is no 
suspense and thus no drama in 
their position. Their nominee, but 
for the formalities, is already 
chosen—Richard Nixon. 


On the debit side for the Demo- 
crats is that their rivalries are 
opening party wounds and will 
open yet more. 


The race, however, has at least 
evolved to the point where some 
things may be described as fairly 
plain: 

1. Kennedy is increasingly the 
man to beat. If he wins the April 
5 Wisconsin preferential presi- 
dential primary against Hum- 
phrey the Kennedy bandwagon 
will begin to roll at hurtling 
speed.

2. Johnson is now moving up

Gains Momentum 


WASHINGTON—The race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination is entering a new stage 
and the next few weeks may well determine 
whether there will be any contest at all at the Los Angeles convention 
in July. We are witnessing a momentum-gathering ‘ 
drive on the part of the other principal contenders. 


There is no conspiracy. There 
is no common plan of strategy. 
There doesn’t need to be, The sup- 
porters of Adlai Stevenson, Sens. 
Symington, Johnson and Humphrey 
all know without holding a confer- 
ence that they must gather dele- 
gates now or there might not be 
any left by July. 


All in the span of the past few 
days Stevenson's supporters began 
a concentrated drive for the two- 
time nominee, Sen. Symington 
publicly announced his candidacy, 
Sen. Humphrey stepped up his 
campaign in Wisconsin and the 
Texas-based Johnson-for-President 
clubs spread their net further 
across the country. 

The objectives of all four were 
the same—to prevent a first-pallot 
nomination at Los Afigéles. At 
present their efforts are in-ne way 
concerted, nor is there talk.of try- 
ing to pool their strength. 

The Stevenson backers, who are 
putting out harder today than at 
any time in the past year, are 
hitting at Kennedy with the very 
argument. he has been using to 
advantage—that Kennedy would 
be the strongest Democratic op- 


_ponent of Nixon. This argument; 


which has been a powerful weapon 
in the Kennedy arsenal because 
there has been no counter- 
evidence, is being attacked head- 
on by the Stevenson people. They 
are now to influential 
Democratic leaders in every state

a heretofore unpublished poll con- 
ducted by Louis Bean, the econo- 
mist and political statistician who 
was one of the few predicting 
President Truman's election in 
1948. 

Until the Louis Bean survey 
Kennedy has had this argument 
pretty much his own way.

The impact of an announced 
Symington candidacy cannot yet 
be measured but it will be some- 
what greater than his unan- 
nounced candidacy. 

Should Humphrey do reasonably 
well in Wisconsin and more polls 
begin to show Stevenson winning 
the majority support of Demo- 
cratic voters, the front-running 
Sen. Kennedy might ‘be slowed 
down to a walk.

5. A community facilities and 
public improvements program. 


6. A plan for developing uniform 
zoning ordinances and subdivision 
regulations. 


7. A program for continuing 
planning and improvement. 

“We try 
to show the importance of cooper- 
ation between city and county as 
well as the importance of a small 
city in the region as a whole,” 
Massey said. 


Planning recommenfations are 
completed by chief planner Mir- 
iam T. Williams in a 30-page 
booklet and sent to members of 
a town’s planning commission.

LEFT THE CITY 


Canon Kir left Dijon discreetly 
Monday afternoon in company of 
police and intelligence officials. 
He was to spend the night at 
Langres, 35 miles north of here, 
before returning to Dijon Tuesday 
after Khrushchev’s departure. 


Canon Kir is an authentic, bul- 
let-scarred hero of the French 
wartime resistance to the Ger- 
mans and, despite his priesthood 
and his conservative political 
label, he is a great believer in 
and advocate of Khurshchev’s 

declarations in favor of peace 
4 and disarmament. 


This has kept him in political 
and ecclesiastical hot water. Last 
Friday it became known that 
Canon Kir had been forbidden, 
along with most of the French 
clergy, to receive Khrushchev. 
The order came from Monsi- 
gnor Guillaume Sem bel, bishop 
of Dijon, and was read in all 
parishes as a pastoral letter on 
Sunday. 


ORDERED BY ROME 

Cardinal Gerlier’s statement to 
a Lyons newspaper Monday put 
the responsibility for the order 
barring contact with Khurshchev 
by clergy directly on Rome, 
merely passed on by himself and 
Monsignor Sembel. 


After three days of uncertainty, 
during which the _ priest-mayor- 
deputy was reported to be appeal- 
ing directly to the Vatican against 
the order, he bowed to authority 
and stayed away from the city 
hall ceremony and other sched- 
uled appearances Monday night. 


But the speech of welcome he 
had prepared, lauding what he 
called Khrushchev’s efforts to end 
the cold war, was presented to 
Khrushchev by a deputy but was 
not read and, as the Soviet Pre- 
mier himself remarked: i: 


“Canon Kir is physically absent 
but in spirit he is among us. I 
embrace him and congratulate 
him for his magnificent work for 
peace.”

WANT ADS PAY OFF 
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Old Crones for Art’s Sake 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

A casual chat with a make- 
up artist can be a challenge in 
courage for a career girl: She's 
suddenly conscious that her own 
cosmetic creation is more care- 
worn than carefree. 


John Kollovk, make-up artist 
for Theatre Atlanta, — talked 
easily about the dos and don’ts 
of proper powder ‘n’ paint. Se- 
cure in his part of the mascu- 
line world, he was seemingly 
unaware that the other half of 
the conversation piece cringed 
at the thought of her nose-that- 
shines - with - or - without- 
powder. Or that her pencil 
roamed faster and faster over 
the notebook, because he had 
caught her red-handed and 
knarled-knuckled. 


From his lips came tales of a 
simple task of transforming an 
older woman into practically an 
ingenue, or a teen-ager into a 
wrinkled crone. All for the sake 
of the theater production, of 
course. But as he continued, his 
one-woman audience realized 
she'd failed to break the time 
barrier in the beauty world, that 
the fluorescent lights in the of- 
fice couldn’t possibly hide HER 
extra chin. She knew she was a 
classic example of a blonde that 
needs briinging out, beauty- 
wise, but the prospect was more 
alarming than alluring. 


Such torture for the career 
girl, however, was much less 
severe than the disillusionment 
of a trio of local feminine thes- 
pians. When they reported for 
the ‘“‘Rose Tattoo” auditions, the 
girls visualized themselves as 
glamourous leading ladies, 
swishing across the stage in ul- 
trasophisticated elegance. 


BECOME CRONES 

There were squeals of delight 
when they won the top roles. 
Then came the guiding genius 
of Mr. Kollock. He fitted them 
for their parts—by transforming 
them into a trio of old crones! 


*‘My job,” he recalled casual- 
ly, “is to make them pointedly 
ugly.” 


So Muriel Moore, a beautiful 
brunette with a whistle-bait fig- 
ure, became the star of the 
show: Serafina, a middle-aged 
wicdew who has “‘let herself go to 
pot,” until even her daughter 
views her with disgust. 


Leslie Nussbaum, a. svelte 
blonde with streamlined fea- 
tures, was changed into a 
hooked-nose hag who's more at 
home with her pet goat than 
with her neighbors. 


Ann Lewis, a lovely lass -of 
comely charms, was trans- 
formed into the third fugitive 
from a witch's cauldron, with 
straggly gray hair and won- 
drously wrinkled face. 


But the footlight heroines 
shrugged off their disappoint- 
ment in the best show-must-go- 
on tradition. ‘‘Some sacrifices 
must be made for the sake of 
our art,’’ they sighed. 


Mr. Kollock makes the old 
look younger simply by chang- 
ing or removing lines in the face 
and throat. For the stage, he re- 
vealed, this is achieved basical- 
ly by lightening the face. It’s 
mostly done with shadows. 


*‘Lines and shadows,”’ he ex- 
plained, “‘tend to be in browns 
and grays or blue-grays. Lines 
in the face go down. To make 
a woman—or man for that mat- 
ter—appear younger on stage, 
we bring the lines up and out. 
Rouge is put high on the cheeks, 
blended away and out from the 
nose.”’

To make the young 
er, a reverse process 
with the rouge lower, 
the lines and shadows. 


“We always try to use the 
lines that already exist in the 
face to best advantage,” the 
Atlantan added. ‘‘We have to 
be careful not to use too much 
make-up. It can be overdone, 
you know, even in the theater.” 


ACCORDION 

He said a too-heavy wielding 
of the make-up pencil could give 
‘‘an accordion effect instead of 
lines.”” In planning the make-up 
“pattern” for a particular in- 
dividual, the designer tries to 
“use as little as possible in- 
stead of all you can think of.” 


Regardless of the basic 
shapes, he pointed out that each 
fate is different, and has to be 
studied individually to create 
the proper make-up to achieve 
the desired effect. Amazing 
transformations take place by 
changing the hairline, accenting 
the nose, varying the shape of 
the eyes through lines and 
shadows. 


Mr. Kollock declares that the 
hardest make-up to create is 
that of the middle-aged woman. 
‘“‘We want. to achieve the sug- 
gestion of maturity, but not old 
age in the face,” he explained. 


Turning a young woman into 
an elderly matron:is always 
‘‘more fun and more interest- 
ing.’’ The illusion of youth is 
“not particularly hard to cre- 


ate,”” even if the face is sev- - 


eral years past the age. group 
desired. ‘‘We:can take the chin 
away by using lights at a dif- 
ferent angle, darken the fore 
| part of the jaw.”’ 


Mr. Kollock observed that the 


theatrical technique ceuld not 
“normally be used for street 
wear.”’ Admittedly always con- 
scious of the make-up of some- 
one to whom he’s talking, he 
revealed a few pointers for the 
proud beauty. 


“‘Make-up should always be 
just enough to be attractive. 
It should never be so extreme 
that it calls attention to the 
make-up, instead of what it 
should accomplish.” 


The native Atlantan declared 
that make-up should always be 
subtle. “Too much of a good 
thing is more than enough,” he 
emphasized. ‘‘When we want to 
create a woman of coarse char- 
acter for the stage, we just ap- 
piy the make-up with a heavy 
hand. By overdoing it, we turn

Frequently, Mrs. Kollock 
turns to her husband for approv- 
al of the make-up she dons for 
everyday wear. 

“When I criticize her.” the 
artist said, “‘she’s always very 
sweet and goes along with my 
suggestions.”’

Always Deadly 


If I didn't come from sturdy, peasant stock with big bare 
feet adapted to cleaving solidly to the old earth, I'm telling you 
1 would have long ago been done in by that modern monster, that 
deadly nightshade in primrose garb—the Expense Account. 


Nobody I have ever known who got his fingers in his company’s 
till to the tune of a few dollars for a trip on company business 
ever came out ahead. And I have known some real expense account 
entrepreneurs. They may flourish a season or two, taking trips 
and living high on the hog in expensive hotels, but sooner or later 
they find these trips have cost. them, and not their company, 
dearly. There's always something you can’t account for, some- 
thing an Abominable Snowman of an auditor somewhere is going 
to disallow. 


The annals of newspapering are full of marvelous tales of 
characters who have pitted splendid imaginations against the 
business office adding machines—not to steal from their em- 
ployers, you understand, but simply to account for money that 
somehow got away from them when their mind and energies were 
absorbed in their company’s business. The most successful of the 
expense account artists in the old days, before Uncle Sam started 
poking his nose in such matters, were the vague ones. Old-timers 
at The Constitution tell of the genius who accounted for expended 
funds for some years by one single, inspired entry: ‘Covering 
floods in Alabama.”’ 


That was a more chivalrous age, of course, when gentlemanly 
auditors wouldn't dream of questioning a reporter about so crass a 
matter. I guess the age of chivalry might be said to have ended 
when some auditor with o’erweening curiosity checked weather 
bureau records and found Alabama had suffered unprecedented 
droughts that year. 


Now the day of the vague entry is long gone. You can no 
longer put down, “Murder Trial, $60" for instance. Somebody 
wants to know where, when, who, what, how and why—with re- 
ceipts attached. 


The heady feeling of having money in your purse turns to 
ashes when the day of accounting comes. I know because I’m 
the bruised and battered veteran of many encounters with the 
expense account and I’ve tried everything from filling little note- 
books with hideous details such as: “Coke . . . Sandersville, Ga., 
2:15 p.m. Thursday . . . 6 cents,” to just averting my face and 
trying to forget the whole matter as long as possible. No matter 
how you try, when you cross swords with an expense account, 
you're a gone gosling. 


Take the other day. I came back from San Antonio, Tex., with 
expense money I hadn’t spent. The managing editor asked for my 
expense account and, contrary to my instinct toward escape, I 
filled one out, got my neighbors who can add and subtract, to 
check it and went around to wait upon my superior. 


He was not in his office and I sat down, money and record 
in hand, to wait, flushed with a natural feeling of pride, of course, 
that there I was for once with everything in. order—and the dust 
not yet settled from my trip. It was a triumph that was short- 
lived. My colleagues in the newsroom, true to their training, sniffed 
out the story—the rare, the phenomenal, the unprecedented oc- 
currence. 


And did they warm and cheer me with their plaudits? They 
did not. They said I was an unnatural reporter, disloyal to my 
conferes and upsetting to my employer. They said the little amount 
I put down for food was insulting to the State of Texas. They 
suggested that I could remedy the matter by taking them out for 
supper. 

No, I told them virtuously, I'll turn this money in or bust. 
I want to see the managing editor's face wreathed in smiles. I 
want to see how happy he’s going to be. You want, they cor- 
rected me sourly, to see him fall dead from shock. I was waver- 
ing a bit when the managing editor walked in and I rushed to 
press money and expense account into his hands. 


Now I see my mistake. His face did not light up. No honeyed 
words of praise fell from his lips. He simply looked at my ac- 
counting and said sourly: ‘‘Where are the receipts?” 


I tell you, with expense accounts you can’t win.

BRADENTON, Fla. — When Charlie Dressen 
opened training camp as the new manager of the Mil- 
waukee Braves, he started at the very beginning— 
with fundamentals. Among them was the practically 
lost art of sliding and no one was exempt. Oddly 
enough, the highly individualistic Braves seemed to 
enjoy the novelty. 


“How good do you slide?” barked out Chipper Charlie when 
the turn came for Bob Buhl, the unsmiling pitcher.

Only Mathews would dare toss in 
such a flippancy. He’s Buhl’s room- 
mate and that gives him _ special 
privileges. When it comes to kidding 
pitchers, the rest of the Braves reserve 
their barbs for such light-hearted men 
as Warren Spahn and Lew Burdette. 
The grim-visaged Buhl hardly invites 
railery. But he reacted naturally to 
the Mathews jab. 


‘Izzat so?” snapped big Bob. 
“Ask Charlie Neal what I did to him 
and Granny Hammer.”’

But Buhl 
should have a sharp memory of such

gets on base. There have been so few of them. 


Although he is one of baseball’s better pitchers, Buhl is one 
of baseball’s worst hitters. His lifetime average is a rousing 
082. He was in the big leagues three years before his first 
extra-base hit, a double, beat the Cubs. It was almost as long 
again before he unloaded his only other extra-base hit, also a 
double. 


‘I remember that better,”’ he said with just the barest trace of 
a smile. “It was against Carl Erskine of the Dodgers. I doubled to 
right center to drive in the tying run and then I scored the winning 
run myself. But let’s face it. I’m a bad hitter. 


—Buhl’s Reputation Comes from Mound 


“T was at the plate last year with ‘big Don Drysdaly wheeling in 
those side-armers. I kept backing away and stepping in the bucket 
toward third. ‘Hey,’ said Don to the umpire, ‘make him stay in the 
batter’s box.’ He was laughing at me.”’ 


But Buhl didn’t make his reputation as a hitter. It has been 
strictly as a pitcher. Twice an 18-game winner, he finished last 
season as one of the most effective operatives in the league 
with four in a row in September for an over-all record of 
15 and 9, The most significant aspect of his. work is that he 
baffles the Dodgers, leaving them so helpless that his lifetime 
record of 20 and 8 against them is the best in the league. No 
one else is close to him. 


A smart cookie is the 31-year-old Buhl. This was evidenced as 
far back in his career as 1947 when he was a $100-a-month toiler 
for a White Sox farm team in the Kitty League. When the Chisox 
wanted to promote him at the still coolie wages of $200 a month, 
he balked. 


Having the eye of a Philadelphia lawyer, he spotted a 
loophole in the baseball code and climbed through it to escape. 


“I was signed by the White Sox,’’ he explained, ‘‘as soon as I'd 
finished high school, which was January. But I didn’t receive my 
diploma until June and that put the White Sox in the technical error 
of signing me before I was graduated. I appealed to Commissioner 
Chandler and he declared me a free agent.” 


—And Dodgers Didn’t Even Check 


As a 19-game winner for his first pro team, Buhl was hot 
property. Fourteen clubs chased after him, all except the White 
Sox, who were barred by the commissioner, and the Dodgers, who 
g never suspected he’d return to torment 
them. He picked the Braves and got 
nowhere until he landed in Dallas just 
as Charlie Grimm took over the man- 
agership. They hit it off beautifully. 


Before anything could come of 
their mutual admiration, the Army re- 
moved big Bob from circulation for 
two seasons. Buhl didn’t do it the easy 
way. He joined the paratroopers and 
took 19 jumps. Nothing has awed him 
since, including the law of gravity and 
enemy hitters. He and Grimm were 

reunited in Milwaukee as soon as he 
- was discharged. 


“Buhl Has a fabulous memory,” 
said Del Crandall, the catcher. 
“He remembers everything a 
pitcher should know about a hitter, even so far back as some- 
thing that occurred four or five years ago. He knows what’s 
going on every time and is in complete control. He’s one pitcher 
who always gives the hitters credit, including the fact that 
they'll frequently hit his best pitch. His philosophy is that if he 
makes enough best pitches they won’t hurt him too bad.” 


With a whistling fast ball, a slider and a change-up, Buhl has 
an adequate repertoire. Although he has had an exceptional number 
of low-hit games, he’s never had a no-hitter or a one-hitter, just a 
slew of two-hitters. As the third member of the Braves’ triumvirate 
of Spahn, Burdette and Buhl, he seems about ready to join them as 
a 20-gamer. It may even happen this season.
